The Y.C.W. Co-operative Movement in Victoria had its beginnings in 1942 with a social enquiry 
conducted by the Young Christian Workers Movement (established in Melbourne in 1941) into "The 
economic future of the young worker." The slogan adopted for the Y.C.W. Co-operatives was Not for 
us - but for all. The first co-operative formed was the Y.C.W. Co-operative Housing Society No 1 in 
1944. The second co-operative formed was the Y.C.W. Co-operative Trading Society in 1947. By 
March 1966 the Y.C.W. Co-operative Movement was reporting 26 housing co-operatives financing 
3000 families and parish credit co-operatives with an aggregate membership of 12,000 people. 

This paper includes a brief chronology of the YCW Co-operative Movement, annotated articles from 
The Co-operator, a listing of articles in The Development Bulletin and annotated articles about the 
YCW Co-operative Movement.

The Co-operator 

The Co-operator was published between 1960 ( Vol 1 No 1 August - October 1960) and 1968 
( Vol 9 No 4 August - September 1968). From Vol 1 No 1 August - October 1960 to Vol 6 
No 1 February - April 1965) The Co-operator was published as a broadsheet. From Vol 6 No 
2 May - June 1965 the format was changed to tabloid. The stated basis of the change was to 
enable The Co-operator to be published eight times a year instead of four. 

The masthead of the broadsheet was The Co-operator but with the tabloid it was Co-operator 
with “The” dropped. However, the inside pages of the tabloid issues used the heading The 
Co-operator on every page. 

The Co-operator (May - June 1965 Vol 6 No 2) explained that the aim of The Co-operator "is to 
educate readers in all aspects of co-operatives. Co-operatives are means to an end - the end being to 
help people make the most of their lives. To make co-operatives effective, a great increase in 
knowledge of them is needed. The Y.C.W. Co-operatives have already given some thousands of 
people enough knowledge to arouse them to see the value of some form of co-operatives. But their 
knowledge is not taking them further than being users of a co-operative. Some hundreds of people 
have been brought to a conviction of co-operatives that causes them to give admirable voluntary 
service to their fellow man through a co-operative, such as a parish credit society. But we are only at 
the beginning. The people are here - they have the desire for happiness - they have economic 
problems affecting their happiness. The Co-operator as from the next issue will have an education 
section which will give all readers a chance to gain the knowledge to carry them to a greater 
realisation of their own possibilities through combined economic action."

HISTORIC ANNUAL MEETING 

r rHE 9th Annual General Meeting of the As- 
^ 1 sociation of Catholic Co-operative Credit 
Societies held on 16th September, voted to 
change its name to the Victorian Credit Co- 
operative Association Limited, thus becoming 
open to all Victorian Credit Societies which 
adhere to accepted Co-operative principles. 

This historic decision was the culmination of many 
months of consideration by societies both within and 
outside the Association and the resolution of an earlier 
General Meeting which stated that the Association 
should work towards the formation of a State Associa- 
tion of Credit Societies. 

Over 120 representatives from 63 Credit Co- 
operatives attended the meeting held in the Isabel 
Younger Memorial Hall, Carlton. 

At the present time there are 140 Credit Societies 
in the State, 91 of which are affiliated to the Associa- 
tion. The change of rules will enable many of the 
unaffiliated Societies to join the State Organization 
which will endeavour to co-ordinate the activities of its 
members as well as promoting new Credit Co- 
operatives, which in turn will enable the benefits of 
economic co-operation to be shared by many more 
people in Victoria. 


The Association was formed in 1957 by two Parish 
Credit Societies, St. Gabriel’s Reservoir, and St. Peter’s, 
East Bentleigh, together with the Y.C.W. Central Co- 
operative Credit Society. As announced in the last 
issue of the Co-operator, $4 million dollars has been 
loaned by Societies within the Association since 1954. 

The change of name and rules of the Association 
will come into effect when the resolution passed at 
the meeting has been registered by the Registry of 
Co-operative Societies. 

NUMBER OF DIRECTORS INCREASED 

To enable wider representation of Societies on the 
Board of Directors of the Association, rules were 
altered permitting an increase in the number of 
Directors from seven to 12. At the Meeting, an elec- 
tion for a vacancy on the present Board, resulted in 
the election of Mr. M. Shecnan of St. Stephen’s, East 
Reservoir, Co-operative Credit Society. Retiring Direc- 
tors, Mr. T. Stubbs (St. Francis, Box Hill), Mr. A. 
Carter (St. Leonard’s, Glen Waverley) and Mr. J. 
Cooney (St. Andrew’s, Werribee), were re-elected. 

Observers at the Meeting included Mr. M. Hammond 
of the Registry of Co-operative Societies, Mr. E. Long, 
of the Co-operative Development Society and Mr. G.

The Development Bulletin 


The Development Bulletin was published between 1961 (April-June 1961 Vol 1 No 1) and 1964 (July- 
September 1964 Vol 4 No 3). The first issue of the Development Bulletin (April-June 1961 Vol 1 No 1) 
asked: Why the Development Bulletin? "The response provided follows: One of its immediate jobs is 
to develop an educational programme for those on whose efforts the future of our Co-operative 
Movement depends - namely, our Directors, employees and honorary officials. The first medium for 
this is The Development Bulletin, a roneoed publication which will be issued quarterly. It will contain 
information on history, achievements, methods, hints on the various co-operatives, and articles on 
social principles. Each issue will contain discussion points for three meetings which will aim at 
getting Directors thinking and talking about matters that will develop their spirit and their 
knowledge. The aim of the bulletin will be to bring home to directors and employees and others the 
big responsibility their job involves from a Christian social point of view as well as from a business 
one. The bulletin is directed toward developing "whole" co-operators - not only "one-type" co- 
operators. For instance, we want to help our co-operators understand there is no such thing as a 
true co-operator who believes only in a Co-operative Credit Society and who will take no interest in 
the further development of co-operative trading or insurance. Directors and Secretaries are 
requested to forward to the Secretary of the Development Society any suggestions they have for the 
improvement of the bulletin. The furtherance of the Co-operative ideal depends upon the efforts of 
Christians generally, It depends especially on YOU. The Development Society looks to you to renew 
your enthusiasm and lend your support to the attainment of important social reforms."

Father Leahy argued Australia was a 
bastion of monopoly power - not only in manufacturing but growing apace in primary 
production with fewer people owning and controlling a greater area of land. He argued that 
joint stock companies facilitated the divorce between ownership and control at a mammoth 
scale. He said Australian consumers were exploited by high prices. The conference agreed 
to continue efforts for Government action to help home buyers burdened by high interest 
rates on housing loans. YCW policy is to form new societies as the occasion demands. 

Good Start Made at Co-operative's Conference. Opened by Archbishop Simonds Advocate 
24 July 1952, p. 7 

Reports on Y.C.W. Co-operative Trading Society Co-operative Conference at St. John's East 
Melbourne on 24 July 1952. Bob Maybury submitted and plan of action for establishing five 
committees to study the need for and means of extending or setting up new co-operative 
ventures - Finance, Consumption, Production, Marketing and Service. Notes that 30 people 
volunteered to join the committees. Notes "greatest need for developing Christian Co- 
operation is more willing workers and only thing preventing this is apathy or lack of leaders 
and propagandists for the co-operative cause."

Reports there are 840 members of six Co-operative Housing Societies operated by the YCW 
with 214 granted advances to build their homes and that 38 members were now living in 
their homes. Two housing co-operatives established by the National Christian Workers' 
Movement have been transferred to the YCW. Notes that since inception of Co-operative 
Housing Society act in 1944 there have been approximately 100 societies funded - 24 
outside the metropolitan area. 

YCW Co-operative housing growth Advocate 2 December 1948, p. 21 
refers to proposed amendments to Victorian Government Co-operative Housing Societies 
(1944) Act and suggests the need for minor amendments to achieve greater benefit - a 90% 
advance should be available, proposed funding limit should be increased and extend to 
purchase of existing homes. Notes with approval that Housing Commission properties will 
be able to be purchased by members of Co-operative Housing Societies. 

YCW Housing Coop Builds First Home YCW's Dream Comes True Advocate 5 June 1946, p. 15 
Reports YCW has formed three Co-operative Housing Societies with notional term of 30 2/3 
years and 500 potential home owners. Notes that Young Christian Workers established 
about five years ago and In Australia has 200 sections or groups with a minimum of 10,000 
members including 1000 specially trained leaders. Also notes YCW has been established in 
45 countries with 150,000 members in Belgium and 200,000 in France. Notes that YCW Co- 
operative "aim to give every conceivable assistance to home builders." Includes a table of 
payments. 

YCW Housing Co-operatives How the Society Works Advocate 16 January 1946, p. 16 
Notes formation of Co-operative Housing Society No 1 and planned formation of Co- 
operative Housing Society No 2. Notes that housing co-operatives "offers to every purchaser 
an opportunity of owning his own home and feeling secure in his ownership." Notes that if a 
Depression the length of the loan can be extended and provision is made if a member is sick 
or unemployed to suspend subscription requirements. 

YCW Housing Co-operatives Progress, Advocate, 27 November 1952, p. 12 
Reports highlights of 1952 including improved services by the YCW 12 co-operative housing 
societies, holding a first conference on Co-operatives, formation of a Christian Co-operative 
Education and Organisation Committee. Future plans for a Federation of Credit Unions, a 
Co-operative Homebuilding Construction Group and a Co-operative Insurance Company. In 
1952 the Co-operative Housing Societies bore the name YCW. This has now been changed to 
Security members at the request of the YCW and Archbishop Mannix - on the basis of not 
allowing Catholic Action used for commercial enterprises. Notes that YCW Co-operative 
Trading Society in its third year has 603 members. 



YCW Housing Scheme Gets Results Advocate, 19 January 1950, p. 22 
Reports that 500 of 1500 members of the 10 YCW Co-operative Housing Societies are living 
in their homes. Co-operative Trading Society registered in December 1948. Also notes that 
2000 males, between 14 - 25, are members of the 62 branches of the YCW. 

YCW Movement Creates New Co-operative Field Advocate (Melbourne), 5 February 1948, p. 
21 

YCW plan to establish a retail business initially to sell furniture. Formation meeting will be 
on 13 February 1948 at the Lower Melbourne Town Hall. Notes proposed subscription, 
interest and rebate policies. Notes that Y.C.W. Co-operative Housing Societies have 
approximately 1000 registered members. 

YCW Registers Co-operative Credit Society The First Under The New Act, Advocate, 9 
September 1954, p.20 

Central Co-operative Credit Society Limited registered 21 August 1954. Co-operative Act was 
proclaimed on 29 July 1954. Formation meeting was on 13 August 1954 with 50 people in 
attendance - adopting Rules and electing directors. Membership open to members of any 
YCW sponsored Co-operative Housing Society or the Y.C.W. Co-operative Society Limited. 
Notes people's banks are different from an ordinary bank run for profit - funds can be used 
for the good of the people and activities most deserving. 

YCW Urges Progressive Social Legislation. Resolutions of Annual State Conference Advocate 
25 June 1947, p.25 

Reports on resolutions adopted at State Conference of YCW Chaplains and Leaders at Y.C.W. 
Headquarters, Elizabeth Street, Melbourne, 15-16 June 1947 - attended by 95 delegates 
representing 77 branches. Resolutions included: that the present rate of interest paid on 
advances from Co-operative Housing Societies be reduced from 3 7/8 to at least 3 %. Other 
resolutions adopted were about payment of a Marriage Loan, stricter penalties on 
landlords, a Family Wage, improved hospital services and stricter censorship of books and 
films. 
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
